Chamberlain Receives Information. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.

Joseph Chamberlain*, secretary of state 
for the colonies, sent a c&blegrain lo tiir 
Hercules Hoblnson, governor of Cape 
Colony, asking for certain epeclflc In- 
formation In regrurd to the members of 
the reform committee and other persons 
recently arrested at Johannesburg by 
ihe Boer authorities, taken to Pretoria 
for confinement pending trial. 


In this message Mr. Chamberlain ex- 


pressed fears that wholesale arrests 
would disoreauize tbe industries carried 
on In the Rand territory, and aiked Gov.
